First Annual Report or •jlie Inter- 


ntnto Commerce

Carson & Colorado liaflrond. 


Tho first annual report of the Inter- 


slate Commerce Commission has been 
laid before tho Secretary 01 the Interior. 
After dealing briefly upon the magnitude 
of the interest which the Act undertakes 
to regulate, the Commission devotes a 
dozen pages to a historic sketch of the 
country's transportation facilities, from 
the pack horse and canal of the earliest 
days to the mammoth institutions of the 
present year, tracing back all their uses 
and abuses which finally le"d to the pas- 
saga of the Interstate Act. The Com- 
mission says some of the railroad prac- 
tices which the Act underiakes to br:ng 
to nn end have been common among 
carriers by water ulso, and if wiong 
themselves might justly have been for- 
bidden in their case as well. 


In tho chapter upon reasonable charges 


the Commission says: 
"Of tho duties 


devolved on the Commissioners by the 
Act to regulate commerce, what is. more 
parp!e\ing and difficult-then 
that of 


passing upon complaints mado of rates 
being uurcnsoBfibla? 
The question of 


tho reasonableness c£ rntes involved so 
many considerations and is effected by 
so many circumstances aud conditions 
that it is quite impossible to tloal with 
it purely on mathematical principles 
A htucly of the Act to regulate commeice 
has satisfied the Commission tbtit it was 
intended in its pp.ssuge to preserve for 
the people tho benefits of competition 
as between the several trunspoilotion 
lines. 
If that shall bo done the towns 


which liave great natural advantages, 
or advantages acquired by large ex- 
penditures of money in establishing new 
thoroughfares of commerce 
will hnve 


cheaper rates than can bo ordiunnh 
obtained by towns loss favorably Bil^ix- 
ted. 
The Commission iiaC.s that the 


operation of the law hus iu general boon 
beneficial; that it tends to increase rail- 
road earnings, while the tendency of 
rates has been downward. These facts 
are attributed to an increased move- 
ment of materials induced by the faith 
in tho stability and fairnest of chinges." 


On the subject of ameuJmcuta to the 


law the report says the Commission has 
not seen occasion for recommending any 
very considerable change in the Act un- 
der which its work is perfoomed. 
Tlie 


general features of the Act are founded 
on principles that will stand the tests of 
time and experience. Incidentally in 
this report some need of amendment 
has been pointed out, and especially 
should indicate in plain terms whether 
the express business and r.11 other car- 
riers' business fhould be governed by 
its provisions. The provision against 
the sudden rising of rates ought to be 
clearly made applicable to joint rates as 
to others. The Commission ought to 
have authority to bring about unanimity 
of the methods of publishing rates and 
to carefully examine, collect and super- 
vise schedules, contracts, etc., required 
by law to be filed. 


Other 
matters, 
and 
particularly 


whether transportation by water shall 
be made subject to the Act, aro submit- 
ted to Congress without recoaimendu- 
tion. 


The Esmeralda News, one of the mos 


vigorous and outspoken weekly news- 
papers in tbe State, Kepublican in its 
leanings, but independent enough to 
tell the truth, has the annesed complaint 
of the Carson & Colorado Kaiiroad anil 
other matters in that section: 


Nevada continues to be the victim ol 


raiirogue oppression and in consequence 
harder times are becoming the order ol 
the day. 
There is not a railroad .trav- 


ersing this State but what, in a "great 
measure, is responsible for the languish- 
ing condition of the varied interests and 
the excessive dullness which prevails. 
To illustrate: a person desires to pur- 
chase a ride from Carson City to Keeler 
and return. 
The agent says "31 25, 


sir." 


"IIow much to Candelaria and 


turn?" 


."Twenty-sis dollars." 
"What is the distance to Keeler from 


Carson?" 


"Three hundred and throe milbs." 
"How far to Candelaria?" 
"One hundred and sixty-eight miles." 
Then if it costs S31 25 to ride to 


Keeler, 303 miles, aud return how much 
should it coat to ride to Candelaria, 168 
miles, and return? The V. & T. and C. 
& C., over which you ride, say S2G. 
"Why should tbsro bo such discrimina- 
tion in favor of Kseler, a California 
railroad station, against Candeluria, a 
Nevada mining camp. There are more 
people who go to Candelnria than there 
are that co to Keelc-r, and tho distance 
of travel being almost one half as great, 
it would seem that tho $2G should bo 
reduced to §17. All this cannot be 
helped; the railrogues have the Nevada 
people by tho throat and they must give 
up their money or their lives. 
Every 


now and then the railroad magnates cry 
out: "\Ye are opening up the couatry." 
"The interest of the railioads and that 
of tho people are identical." 
And yet 


their iirbitrary and unjust discrimina- 
tion is ajmalter about which there can 
be no contradiction, and, from their 
practical operations, their daily trans- 
actions, their interests are so conducted 
and managed as to be antagonistic to 
that of Iho people. Their system of 
freight charge is to compel payment on 
all "tho tiviffio will bear." Notwith- 
standing the Interstate Gommnrce Act, 
free paasea, unjust disorirmuutioBS itnd 
other evils of a kindred go on just the 
same. The action of the C. & C. R, H., 
miming through this county, has been 
unch as to :u»ke the road an unpopular 
one. 
It has sought to dictate to every 


man, woman and child in this county. 
It hnb found a !ew suppliants who seem 
ready to no its Lidding. It has at- 
tempted to arrogate to itself tie right 
to control our county government, by 
its own selection of county officers. 
It 


will continue in its attempts. 
It in- 


&ted, in 1883, on a removal of the 


County Seat from Aurora to this town. 
H succeeded, but not without causing 
the segregation of a portion of our rrost 
valuable toriitory, that of Jlasou.Yallc—, 
and annexing it to Lyon County. In 
other words, it was willing to cause u 
permanent loss of thousands of dollars 
annually in the hhnpe of revenue, the 
taxes upon tho vast amount of taxable 
property in that valley in order that 
they might make a sale of town lots at 
Iliiwr.horne ,.nd create a market for 
their tincture of alum, delivered in pipes 
at the rato of not less thau three dollars 
por month faoh. It does not pay its 
just proportion of tnses; that is to say 
taxes commensurate with tho value of 
propeity it owns iu the county. 
It will 


continue to do go unless the people of 
the counly stop it. Wo predict that at 
the next flection it will, through a rail- 
rond convention, misnamed Republican, 
nominate for tbe various county offices 
a full-fledged railroad ticket, as it did 
last time. It will get beat again, and 
don't you forget it.
